Although one of 
the most difficult years in the recent 
history of the organization, growers 
expressed satisfaction at the outcome, 


Manager McKay was congratulat- 


ed on the showing made under the 
difficulties of marketing, and he was 
given a vote of confidence by the 
stockholders, 
represented 
at the 


meeting by about two-thirds of the 
4000 shares.

gency. 


There are two things the people should demand imme- 


diately. One is that the United States army be placed in 
full charge of all CWA activities everywhere in the United 
States, and the other is that every architect and contractor 
who had anything to do with the construction of badly- 
damaged school buildings in California be ruled out of any 
discussions of reconstruction, and definitely barred from 
participation in any contracts that may be awarded. 


When this county was visited by an earthquake last 


March, the first ones to appear on the scene on all school 
grounds were the architects who designed the buildings. 
This, you might say, was an honest and natural interest, 
and a desire to study the damage as it relates to future 
construction. 


But the architects and contractors who built the build- 


ings that were damaged the most, proceeded to get them- 
selves appointed on boards of inquiry, and to cover up as 
much of their faulty work as possible, until it speedily 
developed that no real investigation could be made. 


These same architects, the guiltiest ones, are now pre- 


paring reconstruction reports for school districts, at so 
much per report, and waiting for the contracts to be award- 
ed to them, or to their friends, with whom they can possi- 
bly make a friendly split of substantial profits. 


These architects are condemning their own work, now 


that they feel the hysteria of last March is over, and that 
attention is not now directed too intimately toward them. 
Huge contracts are in the offing, with a lot of juicy federal 
money almost in sight. They are trying to throw a scare 
into virtually every school district, bringing in reports con- 
taining thousands of words of highly technical bunk, which 
translated, means that the buildings must be built again 
practically from the ground ups otherwise there will be 
serious consequences for the children, the people, and par- 
ticularly the school trustees. 


Most of these reports declare that "lateral," or from 


side-to-side, earthquake stress has not been provided for 
ui the buildings, A state law has been lushed thru, spon- 
sored by the architects, who, seemingly, are the only ones 
who know anything about the subject, and it develops that 
this lateral stress problem is something dangerous that 
must be corrected, generally by partially or completely 
tearing down the buildings. 


We happen to know that there is nothing new in the 


problem of lateral earthquake stress in construction. The 
architects have known all about it for many years, and as 
much about it as the problem of horizontal stress. Why 
didn't they provide for it in the first place? Wouldn't it 
be a good idea to assess the damage already done on the 
architects who designed these buildings, and request them 
to rebuild the structures free of cost to the people? If a 
print shop makes a serious blunder in a printing job, the 
shop does the work over again without cost to the cus- 
tomer. 


Certainly, the question of making the school buildings 


safe for children is an acute question, and one to which 
we all respond. But how does it happen that the men who 
built these buildings are out in the forefront, directing us 
and advising us of this new peril? It would seem that we 
might at least be allowed to select a new set t /f blunderers 
to repair the jobs that were sold to us, and which in many 
instances collapsed in the first, serious test. 


The schools in Covina are declared to have withstood 


all shocks better than has been the case in other parts of 
the county. They are declared safe from the old viewpoint, 
but not safe according to the newer and more rigid law. 
There is nothing to be said against making the laws as 
strict as necessary, for the school children should be given 
every benefit of doubt. But if we caught a bunch of cattle 
rustlers running off our cattle, is it likely that we would 
turn around and hire them to ride herd? 


There are architects in Los Angeles county who built 


school buildings that show defects closely approaching to 
criminal negligence and plain graft. And there are others 
who built and supervised conscientiously. Who, among 
them, should we call into consultation at this time? 


There is more than a suspicion that an unnecessary 


score is being thrown into us in order to make new work 
and new contracts for architects and builders. We are 
somewhat in the position of that householder who sends a 
sheet to the laundry, where it is torn into two parts and 
a bill sent for laundering two sheets. 


The school boards in every district should be given 


complete support by the people in the evident desire of 
trustees to approach this problem sanely, and where dis- 
tricts have lost buildings by faulty construction, every care 
should be taken that the district isn't gypped twice by the 
same architects.

was received $13,025.50 for fruit sold 
,;n loose boxes. The association will 
Vay also the' balance of the shook 
fund of about one cent per box, to 
be paid as soon as the balance is re- 
ceived from the Fruit Growers Sup- 
ply company, which amount should 
be deducted from the packing costs, 
bringing the packing cost down to 
$ .3628, or a rebate of $ .1932. These 
figures were contained in the secre- 
tary's annual report. 


The average f.o.b. per box for the 


year was the lowest by far in ten 
years, as has been the case with 
every citrus packing association. Na- 
vel average was $1.36 and valencias, 
$1.74, with last year next lowest in 
average, with $1.88 and $2.06. High 
spots in the ten years were: 1824- 
1925 
with navels, $3.63, valencias, 


$5.11; 1927-1928, navels, $4.31, valen- 
cias, $5.91; 1929-1930, navels, $4.33, 
valencias, $6.10. 


The balance sheet shows the asso- 


ciation in excellent condition in phy- 
sical valuations, with assets and lia- 
bilities placed at $370,062.91.

The agricultural adjustment 


passed 
during the last congress, 


seemed made to order to pull the 
walnut industry out of a critical 
position for 1933, according to the 
annual review of southern Califor- 
nia crops made by the agricultural 
department of the 
Los Angeles 


chamber of commerce. 


"Just a few months prior to har- 


vest, the situation looked, quite hope- 
ess," said the review. "It seemed 
pparent that a large portion of the 
vailable supplies must either be sal- 
aged thru by-products, exported at 
low price, or otherwise the large 
versupply must be dumped on the 
ornestic market at ruinously low 
rices. 
"But the walnut industry quickly 
vailed itself of the opportunity of 
dopting a marketing agreement for 
valnuts, under the adjustment act. 
"he walnut control board was set 
.p for the purpose of taking over 
11 surplus above domestic needs and 
f selling the surplus for export or 
or by-product purposes. This placed 
00 per cent of the industry, not 
nly in California, but in Oregon and 
Washington, under control. All wal- 
lut packers were licensed and were 
equired to conform with the terms 
if the marketing agreement. Thirty 
jer cent of the available walnut sup- 
>lies were turned over to the wal- 
nut control board. 


"Foreign markets were thoroughly 


exploited and developed, with the 
•esult that more than 6000 tons were 
sold abroad in the last 60 days. In 
addition, the control board has sold 
several thousand tons to by-product 
slants for shelling purposes, so thru 
hese operations the surplus has been 
so effectively whittled down, and is 
already so much less than it was on 
August 1 last year that a complete 
clean-up is confidently expected be- 
core the 1934 crop is ready for mar- 
ket. 


"The growers will receive a higher 


net return per pound this season 
than they did last. It seems highly 
probable that the industry will enjoy 
more prosperity next year."

Covina, after having been halted in plans to 


erect a sewer disposal plant thru action of

Conform and Be Happy— 


The general of the army must be dumber 


than the president of the United States be- 
cause the president is his boss. The division 
general must be dumber than the general of 
the army for the same reason. 


The brigade general must be dumber than 


the division general; the colonel must be 
dumber than the brigade general; the captains 
must be dumber than the colonel; the lieuten- 
ants dumber than the captains; the sergeants 
dumber than the lieutenants; and finally, we 
reach the smartest man in the army, who is 
the corporal.

Whose Gold Is It?— 


A plain case of theft is what one irrecon- 


cilable in congress said when the bill passed 
that authorized the president to acquire all 
the gold in the federal reserve banks for the 
United States treasury.

March the federal reserve didn't have gold 
enough to pay forty cents on the dollar if 
every certificate they had issued had been 
presented for payment in gold. 


The government stepped in and took us 


off the gold standard, relieving an embarrass- 
ing situation. For that reason gold did not 
belong to the federal reserve banks. They 
owed twice as much and more than the 
amount of gold they had on hand. The gold 
belonged to whoever possessed one of their 
promises to pay. The government now says 
that these certificates are not redeemable in 
gold. 


The certificates are worth just as much as 


they ever were, and certainly worth more 
than they would have been if the government 
had allowed everyone to demand gold pay- 
ment. That certainly would have been some- 
thing to worry about.

The seesori for winter red scale 


fumigation on oranges is rapidly 
drawing to a close, according to a 
bulletin issued by R. S. Woglum. 
entomologist for the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange. 


"Orange growers who have plan- 


ned to fumigate for red scale this 
winter and have not yet had the 
work done should not delay treat- 
ment any longer," he said. 
"The 


chief advantage of winter fumiga- 
tion is the superiority of red scale 
kill because of ability to use a heavy 
cyanid dosage with a minimum of 
damage to tree or fruit. Period of 
greatest safety ends with the appear- 
ance of the new growth, which nor- 
mally may be expected the latter 
part of February. Present indications 
are for an abnormally early season. 
In some of the warmer foothill areas 
new growth is already starting. With 
continued warm weather for another 
two weeks, orange growth is 1'kely 
to be too far advanced for safe treat- 
ment. 


"Winter fumigation of lemons nor- 


mally may be practiced with com- 
parative safety one or two months 
later than for oranges, up to and 
including the months of March and 
April. Experience during the recent 
cool winters has shown fumigation 
during March and April among the 
most effective of any period for the 
red scale pest. However, the activity 
of lemon trees the present winter 
will probably tend to shorten the 
period of lemon fumigation even as 
for oranges. Therefore, winter fumi- 
gation of lemons should be started 
promptly in order to assure an ade- 
quate period for safe operations. 


"All winter work should be done 


with hot gas. Cover crops should 
either be mowed or turned under. 
Orchards sprayed with Bordeaux 
mixture last autumn should not be 
fumigated because of the injury 
hazard. 


"The present mild winter is show- 


ing very little mortality or red scale, 
and continued hatching. This indi- 
cates likelihood of a marked increase 
of scale this coming season."

WASHINGTON . wants to vote 


The people of the district of Col- 


umbia are again demanding tho right 
of self-government. The president 
of the United States is the mayor of 
Washington and the congress of the 
United States its board of aldermen. 
Any changes in the ordinances for 
the government of the city have to 
go thru the same legislative channels 
as a bill to raise billions of federal 
revenue, 


I lived in Washington a good many 


years. It is the cleanest, best-gov- 
erned city in America, with the 
worst traffic regulations. Before the 
federal government took over the 
management, in 1879, it had its own 
elected 
governor 
and 
legislative 


body, and it was probably the worst- 
governed city of that time. Presi- 
dent Hayes proposed that the fed- 
eral government would pay half the 
upkeep, being the largest property 
owner, if the people would let Uncle 
Sam run its own capital. They gave 
up their right to vote, but got in 
return a low tax rate and a well- 
managed community. 


Some people, however, are never 


satisfied. 


WOLVES . . . and wild dogs 


There is a "wolf scare" almost 


every cold winter in northern New 
York and New England. Tales of 
big timber wolves from 
Canada 


crossing the St. Lawrence on the ice 
frighten country people, who dread 
to go out after nightfall. This year 
there have been so many sheep and 
cattle killed in the northern Adiron- 
dacks that the state has put a boun- 
ty on wolf scalps. I haven't heard 
that any bounty money has been 
collected, either there or in Penn- 
sylvania, where there is another 
wolf scare. 


We staged a wolf hunt in the hills 


near^my farm a few winters ago. 
The "wolf" turned out to be a huge 
German "police 
dog" which had 


heard the call of the wild and re- 
verted to lite in the woods. I have 
talked with a good many hunters 
and naturalists since, and they are 
pretty well agreed that the recur- 
rence of "wolf" raids can nearly al- 
ways be traced to wild dogs, usually 
collies or Alsatian shepherds of the 
type called "police" dogs. These two 
breeds are many generations nearer 
the ancestral wolves from which all 
dogs are descended, and when they 
break away from domesticity they 
know how to take care of them- 
selves in a wild state better than 
most other breeds. 
AUTOMOBILES more comfort 


I went to the New York automo- 


bile show and examined all the new 
and, many of them, odd-looking 
cars. One thing impressed me par- 
ticularly, and that is the effort of 
all the makers toward greater com- 
fort in riding. In such matters as
